Comment on the Korean war indicates  t h a t  Soviet  pro- 
pagandists foresee ne i ther  an ea r ly  sett lement nor a 
resumption of h o s t i l i t i e s ,  
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Proyagaiida elements which would swm t o  preclude assurnptions of a quick 
settlement are: (1) the Soviet  attempt to picture  American refusal. t o  
discuss  the Kororin issue cit t h e  United Nations a s  a desire  t o  drag out  the 
negot ia t iom;  (2 )  a Korean-languoge commentary by Boris Iaalcov which 
charges the Americans with delaying negotiations because of the ruinous 
effect  t h a t  peace would have on the armament program (Soviet commentators 
have r a r e l y  i n i t i a t  d conunent on the t ruce negot ia t ions.) ;  ( 3 )  a N E W  TIMES 
review of t h d y  operations during the pas t  year-onc of the two 
Home Service comentar ies  on Korea, It discusses troop resentrmrk a t  the 
paospect of having t o  l i v e  through anothcr Korean win-tor, tho ddvoloprnent 
of the Chinese volunteers i n to  n rohwlar, modernized army who "have 
mastered a l l  the  complexities of modern warfare, l1 und thc Ilhnsty measures11 
which a re  bein taken t o  form a h i re l ing  Japanese army t o  rcpl.ace Annlcricnn 
troops; and ( 4  f the rcappoarance i n  the Korean beam of a t r o c i t y  propaganda, 
A commentary broadcast twice is re la ted  t o  Vishinsky's 17 January speech 
a t  the United Nations wheii he misquoted Gen. Van Fleet  on the l a t t e r ' s  
l l sa t i s fac t ion l l  with the destruct ion of North Korea. Atroci ty  propaganda 
has been a t  a low l e v e l  f o r  some t i n e  i n  a l l  bems and has been absent 
from Korean-language broadcasts fo r  the pas t  month, 

There a re  ot&r factors, however, whhh suggest hi ha t  Moscow also does not  
foresee the ,  r e w o n  of fu l l - sca le  h o s t i l i t i e s ,  Thus, American jnt ran-  
sigence a t  the United Nations i s  p a r t i a l l y  viewed a s  w a o l v i n g  around 
l lpo l i t i ca l ' t  problems, such as reconstruction and future  independence of 
Korea. F i n a l y ,  there  is continued emphasis on topics  broadcast t o  Korea, 
such as 'i?+@onstruction, which a re  readi ly  adaptable t o  .a stalemate, i f  no t  
B post-tuar'situation. 
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
